Part Recommended

Reportedly uninhabited, ter-
ritory’ recommended by the
Planners would not include
County territory between Tor:
rance and Del Amo Blvds, and
between Hawthorn and Henrl:
etta St., nor would it include
a tnlangular shaped piece of
land below Torrance Blvd.
which houses a trailer court.

Adjtstmeénts in territory to
be Included could be made by
the City Councll, if it desired.
If there are less than* 12 per-
sons in territory considered for
annexation, it could be taken
in by the uninhabited method.
Otherwise an election would
be required.
